REMARKS 

Applicant acknowledges receipt of the Office Action dated December 13, 2004. In that 
Office Action, the Examiner: 1) allowed claims 5-11 and 16-24; 2) requested cancellation of non- 
elected claims 1-4, 12-15 and 25-29; 3) requested the correction of minor informalities in the 
specification; 4) objected to the drawings filed 10-18-2004 and requested further labeling of 
Figures 9A-9E using words; and 5) requested that some of the limitations in the allowed claims 5-11 
and 16-24 be amended to correct minor informalities.
